It will be recollected that early 
last Fall the British Government 
appointed a currency commission 
to consider the whole question of 
currency, and in particular to in- 
vestigate the changes io the rela- 
tive values of the precious metals 
as indicated in the gold price of 
silver. ‘‘Up to the present,”’ says 
Bradstreet’ s of the 5th instant, “‘no 
indicatiun bas been given as to the 
probable conclusions of the commis- 
sion in reference to the question of 
asingle or a double standard. A 
statement made by Lord Salisbury 
in the House of Lords thia week, 
however, is regarded as a forecast 
of the report in favor of the main- 
tepance ofthe gold standard. In 
reply to a remark calling attention 
to the currency question, the En- 
glish Premier said that he thought 
that the effects of the appreciation 
of gold had n exaggerated in 
many other obvious cases of bad 
times and hard seasons, The ex- 
treme competition of America, he 
said, was not produced by any fall 
or rise in the standard of value, but 
was chiefly due to the acceleration 
of the means of communication. 
Lord Salisbury said that be had 
seen a number of schemes for al- 


tering the standard of value, but| q 


never one that could commend it- 
self to the judgment of any minis- 
try. Even if it were possible to es- 
tablish a permanent relation be- 
tween the values of silver and gold, 
it could only be done by an agree- 
ment between all the coin-using 
nations of the world, and such a 
thing, the Premier said, could not 
at present beregarded as anything 
but a matter of speculation. This 
statement of Lord Salisbury has en- 
couraged the gold-stacdard men, 
and is taken as indicating that the 
chances of an international agree- 
ment to settle the question are as 
slim as ever.’’ 


Enough of tbe decision rendered 
recently by the United States Su- 
preme Court on the Drummer law 
case appealed to it from Tennessee, 
is not known here to express a defi- 
nite opinion as to how it will affect 
Nevada's law of the kind, but it is 
believed we are all right, as our 
law is not a discriminating one, in- 
asmuch as it imposes the same tax 
on citizens of this State as upon 
citizens of other States. The Ga- 
ZeTTE is informed that Sheriff 
Flint bas been instructed by Con- 
troller Hallock to enforce the State 
law, and if any one is disposed to 
test it the matter will be prosecuted 
to a final decision. 


Penalties given by the usury laws 
of one State are not recoverable in 
the courts of ancther State, ac- 
cording to the decision of the Su- 
preme Court of Vermont in the 
case of Blain vs. Curtis. The Court 
said: “Such laws are held to be 
penal in their nature, hnd governed 
by the general rule that they have 
no extra-territorial force, and can 
be enforced only by the courts of 
the State in which they are en- 
acted.”’ |

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A City in Mourning. 
New York, March 11. 

All Brook!yn wasin mourning to- 
day over the death of Rev. Henry 
Ward Beecher. The public offices 
were closed, business entirely sus- 
pended and memorial services were 
held In a large number of churches in 
the vicinity of Plymouth church. The 
members of Plymouth Co, “G,’’ 13th 
Regiment, of which Beecher was 


chaplain was stationed at the doors of 
the church and no one was allowed to 
enter without a ticket, while a vast 
crowd of people gathered outside 
the church, The lady members 
ol the congregation were work- 
ing within, e whole interior 
was turned into a perfect flower gar- 
den and the fragrant perfume of roses 
pervaded the air. The pucuge of the 
gallery was covered with potted 
plants; the pulpit was loaded down 
with flowers and floral emblems sent 
4 friends and different organizations. 
The casket was placed on a catafalque 
of white roses, white carnations and 
smilax directly in front of the reading 
esk, Nota vestige of the black cov- 
ering of the casket could be 
seen, There was nothing to in- 
dicate the presence 0 death 
except the stillness which r- 
vaded the room and the hushed 
conversation ofthe workers. It was 
nearly 10 o’clock before the doors 
were thrown open to those who had 
been waiting withouttfor nearly three 
ours. The first four seats on the 
right of the center aisle were reserved 
for the relatives of the deceased, 
Beecher’s family were not present, and 
the tamily pew was filled with flowers. 
Mrs. Beecher was in the church for a 
few minutes before the doors were 
opened, but went out witb her sons be- 
fore the crowd entered. 


Beecher’s Will—No Mourning Em- 
blem«, 
New YoOR«, March 10. 

The will of Mr. Beecher was read 
this afternoon in the presence of the 
family. It is probable that it will not 
be filed for probate, as one of its main 
provisions authorizes the members of 
the family to settle among themselves 
the division of what there is left. The 
chief feature of it is that Mrs. Beecher 
is first provided for. The contents of 
it will not be known, unless the will is 
probated,as it is the wish of the family 
that no publication of its contents 
should be made. 
To-night the Beecher residence was 
brilliantly lighted, and everything 
around the house was made as bright 
as possible. Mrs. Beecher has been in 
ber late husband’s rooma great por- 
tion of the afternoon looking over his 
pers. It seems a delight to her to 

near where her husband spent 
much of his time. The members of 
the family were dressed in bright 
clothing, as though going to chorch on 
Sunday. and everything was made as 
bright and cheerful as possible, in ac- 
cordance with the often expressed wish 
of Mr. her in case of his death.

Starved to Death. 
New Bruyswick, March il. 

The result of the post mortem ex- 
amination on the bodies of Rebert and 
Cornelia Denmead showed that the 
woman’s lungs were in a normal con- 
dition and that her death was not 
caused by pneumonia. Her stomach 
showed thatthe woman was starved 
to death. Mrs. Denmead had been 
dead for at least two months. Robert 
Denmead’s body was gaunt and sbriv- 
eled, the lungs and heart were decom- 
posed, and the stomach and intestines 
His death was also 
caused by atarvation. The stomachs 
of both bertaod Mrs. Denmead will 
be examined for traces of poison.

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INDIAN WAR CLAIMS. 
Prospect of Securing Payment for 
Indian Depredations 


Says the Carson Appeal: In the 
State of Nevada there has been ex- 
isting for many years, and still ex- 
ists, valid claims against the Gen- 
eral Government, for Indian depre- 
dations, committed in the colony 
history of the State. These claims 
amount to some $400,000 and the 
claimants have over and over again 
attempted to collect it but have 
grown weary of the work on ac- 
count of the red tape involved. 

They are always assured by the 
Government agents that their 
claims are considered perfertly 
good; but they must not be in a 
hurry. Messrs. Stoddardand Young 
have set abeut getting these claims 
systematically,and will go to Wash- 
ington and push the matter before 
Congress with the assistance of our 
representatives there. 

The following is the action taken 
by the Legislature on the subject: 


WHEREAS, By an Act of the 
Legislature of the State of Nevada, 
approved February 26th, 1866, a 

oard of Commissioners was created 
to ascertain the amount of loss and 
damages sustained by the inhab- 
itants of Humboldt county in said 
State by the depredations of hostile 
—e during the years 1864-5-6,

WHEREAS, By an Act of the 
Legislature approved March 13th, 
1866, a Commission was appointed 
to ascertain the amount of loss and

WHEREAS, By an Act of the 
Legislature approved January 30tb, 
1869, a Commission was appointed 
to ascertain the amount of loss and 
damages sustained from Indian 
depredations by citizens of Hum- 
boldt county, Nevada, during the 
years 1867-8, and 

WHEREAS, The Bannock Indians 
during the year 1878 raided the 
counties of Humboldt and Elko in 
the State of Nevada, muidering 
white people, burning and destroy- 
ing property, stealing and driving 
off stock and laying waste the cou»- 
ne which they passed, and 

HEREAS, The several Commis- 
sions created under tne Aet above 
cited were duly sworn, attended to 
their duties and reported to the 
Governor that the claims were just 
and equitable, and, 

WHEREAS, No Congressional ac- 
tion has yet been taken towards 
the p'yment of the same, neither 
has the State of Nevada assumed or 
paid aay of the losses and damages 
re as justly due the persons 
whose pames appear in their re- 
spec'iye reports. Therefore, be it 

Resolved, By the Assembly, the 
Senate concurring, that our Sena- 
tors be instructed, and our Repre-

honorable meaus to procure the 
payment of these claims, together 
with the expense of the Commis- 
sion and such just and proper sum 
for the losses and damages sustained 
by the Bannock Indian raid in
